HOUSTON, (Tex.,) May 26—A Post 
special from Kerrville, Tex., says that 
John A. Morris, the celebrated turfman 
of New York, died at his ranch, eighteen 
miles from here, at 6 o’clock this even- 
ing. Morris arrived here Thursday on a 
special car. With him were A. Natalie, 
Dr. Belden, Jr., McDonald and W. W. 
Williams of New Orleans. On Thursday 
he went out to see a fine animal that 
had been bitten by a rattlesnake, and 
which Dr. Belden treated with aconite. 
On Friday at noon Morris was seized 
with a fit of apoplexy, and never recovered 
consciousness, though physicians from San 
Antonio were summoned. His wife and 
friends in New York were telegraphed, and 
are now en route on a special train.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) May 26.—The 
following address to the public, issued 
by the Central Bimetallic League at 
Memphis, explains itself: 

“To the people of the United States: The 
arch-enemies of the agricultural and pro- 
ductive classes of our country, moved by 
greed and encouraged by a price, have 
comspired to tranefer the essentially gov- 
ernmental function of issuing and coutrol!- 
ing the money volume of the nation to a 
system of banking corporations full of 
the vice of class legistation ahd void of 
any virtue which commends it to the 
consideration of @ patriotic citizen. 

“Undaunted by the failure to secure ihe 
sanction of the American Congress, ihe 
promoters of the nefarious scheme have 
boldly taken the initiatory step to Attain 
the object of their conspiracy. Backe! 
by the great power of exhaustless wealth 
and the influence of bigh official position, 
they have publicly convened in the city 
of Memphis and openly declared their 
purpose. They demand that the constitu- 
tional and inherently sovereign righ: t¢ 
issue money be detivered into their hands: 
they besitate at no deception, they unte 
at no fraud. Knowing the innate luteg ri 
of our people, they prate of ‘hones: mon- 
ey.” Appreciating our aversion to pater- 
nabism, they say, “The goveroment must 
go out of the banking business. They 
hope and believe that we will not stop 
to consider that an exa:t doltat, which 
by vicious legistation they have made to 
cost the debter twice as muct and 
Gouble the amount of the 
one promised, is not ‘honest.’

They hope 
that the people will ignorantly confound 
the sovereign prerogative and the bound 
‘duty of the govermment to cola money 
and establish a system of uniform weights 
and measures, with the loans and discounts 
inherently appropriate to te occupation of 
the private citizen.

OUR PRODUCTS ABROAD. 


REPORTS FROM THE CONSULS 
IN ASIA. 


American Condensed Milk and Rais- 
ins in Favor in China—Cali- 
fornia Canned Fruits Es- 

- teemed at Bombay. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Bureau 
of Statistics of the State Department has 
just published reports from ‘consular offi- 
cers upon the oriental ‘market for dairy 
products and fruits. Consul Hunt at 
Hongkong sums up the subject for that 
part of China as follows: 
“There are two drticles, condensed milk 


“and faisins, from the United States which 


are need by Europeans and Chinese, and 
should command an important place in 
the market. I might add that bacon. 
butter and ham and all kinds of salt 
meats are in demand at a small profit. 
However, it is necessary to improvise a 
new mode of packing them, superior, or 
at least equal to that of Europeans. It 
is absolutely necessary in this climate to 
protect any perishable fruit, as the voyage 
is too long to avail of cold storage. 

“Nearly all of the butter consumed at 
this point comes from Europe, a small 
percentage from Australia. As for cheese 
the United States compares very favorably 
with the European supply, but it would 
command a better place in this market if 
it were put up in smaller sizes.“ 

Consul Sommer at Bombay says that 
California canned fruits and preserves are 
considered the best in the Bombay mar- 
ket, though most California fruits are 
brought by way of New York, increasing 
their selling prices. No butter or cheese 
is imported from the United States. 

Consul-General Polk at Calcutta says 
there is small chance for the United States 
fruit-growers to secure a market in Ben- 
gal. Vice-Consul Boone at Padang re- 
ports that the dairy products are almost 
exclusively from Holland and Switzer- 
land. The imported fruits there come ex- 
clusively from California. Consul-General 
McIver at Kanagawa. Japan, reports: 

“The market for dairy products and 
fruit in Japan is very limited, since the 
demand for them, except apples, is con- 
fined to the foreign residents at the open 
ports and a few natives of the higher 
class who have come into direct contact 
with foreigners. The consumptica of but- 
ter and cheese is confined almost entirely 
to the foreign communities. 

‘There has been a great demand in 
Japan for apples and pears, as those grown 
here have very little taste or flavor, and 
the demand has to a great extent been 
supplied by shipments from the Pacific 
Coast and from Canada, but recently the 
orchards in the northern end of Yezzo, 
stocked with imported trees under gov- 
ernment supervision, are producing ex- 
cellent pears, and apples have begun to 
bear fruit in sufficient quantities to supply 
the demand; and the quality will, in all 
probability increase as the years pass. 
The trade in preserved and prepared fruits 
and products has been largely controlled 
by Englishmen for many years. There is 
no reason why we should not at least have 
this market. 

Vice-Consul Tyler at Teheran, Persia. 
says that American meats, salmon and 
canned fruits are now sold in Persia. 

AMERICAN TIN PLATE. 

NEW YORK, May 26.—The Metal 
Worker says that the marvelous growth 
of the American tin-plate manufacture 
in less than four years presents one of 
the most rebarkable instances of in- 
dustrial efforts in history. From nothing 
it has become an established industry 
of large proportions, which already 
give employment to some 15,000 hands. At 
the present moment, so far as can be gath- 
ered from the latest reports, there are in 
actual operation twenty-eight tin-plate 
works proper, rolling their own plates. 
Ten more are building, two or three of 


_which are practically complete and ready 


to start up, while the majority of the 
others are expected to be in operation by 
July.

KARS (Russia,) April 20.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, Copyright. 
1895.) During the past thres weeks I have 
had an additional opportunity of obtaining 
additional confirmation of the facts con- 
tained in my announcement of the im- 
pending uprising of the Armenians in 
Turkey, next month. I have traveled 
many miles up and down and across the 
border in search of certain facts, and as 
a result I have had the satisfaction of 
actually seeing and handling some of the 
rifles now being smuggled acfoss the 
Turkish frontier by the agents of the 
revolutionary party. Moreover, the plans 
of the party have been fully explained to 
me by some of the most active and in- 
telligent of the leaders of the eastern 
wing of the movement. and I am now en- 
tirely satisfied that unless unforseen cir- 
cumstances arise the uprising will take 
place as announced. 

The exact date of the uprising has not 
yet been fixed, owing for the most part 
to the fact that the extreme section of 
the revolutionary party is not ready for 
active operations. Whether or not the 
central section will wait for the eastern 
wing longer than the month of May I 
do not know, nor has the matter actually 
been decided. I am asked to believe that 
the eastern wing cannot be 
hostilities in May and possibly 
the ist of July.

If 
we explain that no food can be had, peo- 
ple cannot be fed no matter how much 
money they have, and it is 4 fact that in 
the eastern portion of Armenia food 18 so 
scarce that well-to-do people have 
= food than they actually need. 

W crops were grown last su 1 
ing to the fact that many of en 
and cultivators were thrown into prison 
by the Turks under charges of. conspiracy. 
Then cattle were stolen by the Kurds, and 
what poor people had left in the way of 
provisions or property was seized by 
government officials. There will be no 
crops planted in eastern Armenia this 
spring, for the country everywhere is suf- 
fering from a reign of terror. The efforts 
of the commission of inquiry at Moosh 
and the Christian powers of Europe have 
had absolutely no effect upon the conduct 
of either Turks or Kurds in eastern 
Turkey. I am just in receipt of trust- 
worthy advices from a non-Armeainn 
source at Van to the effect that a massacre 
is looked for at any moment. 

It is a fact which the British govern- 
ment can verify by consulting the report 
of Mr. Paton, an official of the British 
consulate at Tebratz, Persia. that in sey- 
eral cases the Turkish officials in the 
devastated district of Armenia tried hard 
to save the Armenians from death and 
their property from destruction, but when 
they protested against the murderous 
raids of the troops the officers read to 
them the orders of the Sultan, and so 
nothing could be done. Paton has lately 
returned from Tebratz, from an investigat- 
ing tour among the Armenian refugees 
along the border between Persia and 
Turkey. He found plenty of refugees 
from Lake Van and Moosh districts, but 
not one from Sassoun. There are no Sas- 
soun survivers in Ourmanua, Salmis, Diti- 
man, Khoi, Tebratz or any other place in 
Persia, and so very few in Russia that 
they are difficult to find. This absence of 
Sassouns among so many refugees from 
the districts of eastern Armenia suggests 
a dreadful possibility that few of these 
people escaped the massacre. 

The investigation of Mr. Paton along the 
Persian border bas confirmed in a gen- 
eral way the facts which I have incident- 
ally obtained during the past eight weeks. 
The events of the massacre were so horri- 
ble that even the chronic exaggeration of 
the Armenian mind fails to add anything 
to them. Mr. Paton was accompanied

These gentlemen took testimony to the 
effect that when the Turkish soldiers and 
Kurds appeared at a certain village they 
collected some of the villagers who dared 
protest against the outrages, and many 
of the dead men were cut up and thrown 
into a kettle and boiled like so much 
beef. These boiled pieces were then given 
to the villagers for food. The wretched 
creatures were compelled to eat their 
friends to the last mouthful. In one vil- 
lage a party of Kurds found a child asleep 
in a cradle. They overturned the cradle 
and smothered the child. Then they dis- 
sected the body and roasted pieces of it 
before the fire. As a climax they com- 
pelled the members of the family, includ- 
ing the child’s mother, to eat the roasted 
pleces. 

The refugees wd tell these stories are 
for the most part ready to return to Ar- 
menia to wreak vengeance on their perse- 
cutors as goon as they are supplied with 
atomunition, arma and food by the revolu- 
tionary party, and, as already stated, the 
only thing lacking ie food. The weapons 
I have seen are common in Russia 
“soldatakie’ guns, that ie, the guns 
sued to the regular army of Russia. The 
gun ia the Boordan rifle, a simple, effi- 
client weapon, particularly well suited to 
rough usage.

The Growing Interest in 
Civic Reforms. 


Programme for the Forthcoming 
Meeting of the National 
Municipal League. 


The Condition of Eighteen Cities to 
be Discussed—Some of the Not- 
ables Who Will be 
Present.

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—Judging 
from the very general attention given 
by the newspapers to the forthcoming 
meeting of the National Municipal League, 
to be held the last three days of this 
month in Cleveland, the concern for the 
future welfare of the larger cities is 
growing. At the first conference held in 
Philadelphia the general features of the 
problem were given consideration and the 
municipal condition of Eastern cities was 
described. This meeting was followed by 
the organization of the National Municipal 
e. 

2 second meeting was held in Min- 
neapolis and Western cities were given 
attention and specified remedies, such as 
proportionate representation, were dis- 
cussed. Both of these meetings were in- 
fluential in bringing together the prom- 
inent and active workers in the cause of 
municipal reform, and the interchange of 
views and experiences proved to be of 
value in the advancement of the cause 

the country: 

88 conference, m conjunction 
with. which the first annual meeting of 
the national league will be held; meets in 
Cleveland upon the invitation of the 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce and the 
Civic Federation. The former is an active 
business organization of nearly 1500 mem- 
hers. It has headquarters in the Arcade, 
where the sessions of the conference will 
be held, but at an early date it expects 
to begin the erection of a building of its 
own. The Civic Federation is a new body 
which has been about a year in forming. 
Hon. E. J. Blandin, the author of the 
present charter under which the city is 
working, known as the “Federal plan.“ 
is the president. The arrangements for 
the conference have been placed in the 
hands of a committee of seventy-two, with 
Hon. E. L. Holden as chairman and Prof. 
M. Curtis as secretary. 

Holden is editor and proprietor of the 
Plain-Dealer. occupies a position of in- 
fluence and is a most devoted worker in 
the couse of municipal reform. He co- 
operate’ with Judge Blandin in giving to 
Cleveland its present charter. Among 
those associated with him on the com- 
mittee are Luther Allen, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce: Hon. Robert T. 
Porter, editor of the World; J. B. Morrow 
ef the Leader: H. A. Griffin, secretary of 


the Ohio Board of Commerce; H. A. Gar- 


field. son of the late President: Postmaster 
Hutchins, Rev. Hiram D. Hayden, D.D.; 
Dr. Charles F. Thwing, Hon. E. J. Blandin 
and Ryerson Ritchie, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce. * 

The present prospects indicate the pres- 
ence of a large and representative gather- 
ing. The programme as arranged pro- 
vides for the consideration of the 
municipal condition of about eighteen 
cities, mostly of the second class. This 
portion of the previous programme has 
always proven of exceptional in- 
terest, and, judging from the prominence 
of this year’s speakers, the same will 
be true at this time. The three Pacific 
Coast cities, San Francisco, Seattle and 
Portland, will be considered by U. T. Mu- 
liken, Edward O. Graves and Thomas 
N. Strong, respectively. Ex-Mayor Platt 
Rogers will give an account of the politi- 
cal conditions of Denver. 

Rev. Gregory J. Powell, an Omaha Con- 
gregational pastor, finds time to be the 
secretary of the Omaha Municipal League, 
and to contribute a large share to the ef- 
fort making to put thé government on a 
higher plane.

A., an professor of hygiene in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and from 
woman's standpoint by Mrs. C. A. Runkle 
of New York, who is actively identified 
with the Civic League, the successor of 
the Woman's Municipal League, that

election. Rev. Washington Gladden of 
Columbus will discuss it from the min- 
ister’s standpoint in his paper on “Civic 
Religion.“ 

Dr. Gladden has been among the fore- 
most in preaching the gospel of civic 
regeneration, and his numerous articles 
and books have had an influence in bring- 
ing about the present general interest in 
the subject. James C. Carter will preside 
over the general sessions. He is one of 
New York’s prominent lawyers. 

Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, until recently 
United States Civil Service Commissioner 
and now Police Commissianer in New 
York, will be present if his official duties 
will permit. Charles A. Baltimore of Bal- 
timore, although still a young man as far 
as years go, is a veteran municipal re- 
former. He has been in the thick of 
every battle in his city for pure politics, 
and, as chairman of the National Com- 
mittee of the Municipal League, has con- 
tributed largely to the cause of good gov- 
ernment. 

Messrs. Carter, Roosevelt and Bonaparte 
will be the speakers at the mass-meeting 
on Wednesday evening. The prospects 
are that Ohio cities and those in the 
near-by States will be most represented, 
but there will be delegates from the lead- 
img cities east, west and south.

ITALIAN ELECTIONS. 


Premier Crispi Returned—The Minis- 
terialists Generally Successful. 
Associated Fress Leased-wire Service. 

ROME, May 26.—(By Atlantic Oable.) 
The elections throughout the country to- 
day were regarded with a certain amount 
of apathy by the Republicans. From such 
reports as have come to hand, ‘however, 
the polling has been fairly active and 
heavy. The dominamt question, finance, 
was not one to arouse any kind of enthu- 
siasm in the pubic mind. The attempts 
to discredit | ‘Crispi by connecting 
him with the Banco Romano scandals are 
not expected to have had much real in- 
fhience on the elections. The governmrat 
hopes to secure 350 seats out of 608, of 
which the chamber ts composed. The 
polling ceased at 4 o'clock, and the count- 
ang began forthwith. The Ministerialiste 
displayed great activity, and in the ma- 
jority of cases secured the election of 
members of their party as electorals of 
the polling places, which is regarded as 
am indication of success at these polls. 

In the Fourth District Premier Crispi 
was elected with 920 votes against 720 
for the Socialist candidate, Felicia, who 
was sentenced to eight years in prison in 
connection with socialistic disturbances in 
Sicily. Sig. Bacelli, Minister of Education, 
was elected in the Third District by 1667 
votes against 137 for the Socialist candi- 
date. Sig. Crispi has already been elected 
from three other places, namely: Modica, 
Tricarica and Naples. Votes were cast for 
him in many districts where he was not 
a candidate. The ‘Ministers of Marine, 
Rear Admiral Morine; of Finance, Sig. Bo- 
zelt; of War, Gen. Mocenni; of Posts and 
Telegraph, Sig, Ferrari, and ex-Minister 
Bribiancheri, ex-President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, and several under secretaries 
are all returned.

FIRST STEP TOWARD CENTRAL 
AMERICAN UNION, 


New Treaties Between Nicaragua and 
Honduras—A Defensive and 
Offensive Alliance—Arbi- 
tration Suggested.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—New treaties 
of far-reaching importance have recently 
been made between Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras and official copies ‘have just been re- 
ceived in Washington. The treaties have 
been under negotiation for some time and 
were finally put into effect by proclamation 
on April 15. They are the first practical 
steps toward the formation of a Central 
American nation out of the several small 
republics, Nicaragua, Honduras, Guate- 


mala, Sal or and Costa Rica. The first 
treaty a defensive alliance in case of 
foreign war and an offensive alliance 
agains: common enemies. It «obliter- 
ates ercial frontiers, so that foreign 
goods de admitted to one country are 
free to egter another. An express provi- 


sion is made against the possibility of war 
between the countries by an article re- 
quiring the differences to be adjusted by 
arbitration by some government on the 
American continent. 

Article 53 is the one fooking to a union 
in a single nation and is as follows: The 
high contracting parties solemnly declare 
that they cannot and will not consider as 
foreign the other Central American coun- 
tries and that they will labor constantly to 
maintain the family bonds and the greatest 
cordiality in their relations, making a 
common cause in case of war or 
difficulties with foreign countries the medi- 
ating in their internatiol relations. The 
present treaty will be submitted to their 
consideration, inviting them to subscribe 
to it as a common Central American treaty 
until the arrival of the day when they 
shall be incorporated in a single nation.” 

The detailed features of the treaty show 
the closeness of the alliance now formed 
between Nicaragua and Honduras. 

Article 1 binds the government to 
“unify their foreign policies; to act jointly 
in matters concerning Central America 
and to endeavor to bring about the same 
uniformity and harmony with the other 
governments of Central America.“ 

The article pleding a mutual offensive 
and defensive alliance is as follows: Both 
governments declare that there shall exist 
between them a defensive alliance in case 
of a foreign war and an offensive one 
against common enemies.” 

Artitle 4 arranges a plan of arbitra- 
tion affecting all Central American States. 
Succeeding articles agree on uniform pos- 
tal tariffs and all other laws, uniform di- 
plomatic representation abroad. etc. In 
every way posible the boundary line is 
wiped out and the countries form a com- 
plete political union or alliance. 

Article 19 expresses the text of this 
union as follows: These contracting 
governments desirous of acting jointly in 
everything effecting their interests, besides 
endeavoring to make uniform their foreign 
policy and to have a common representa- 
tive before other nations, shall endeavor 
to agree upon a basis uponw hich they 
shall conclude subsequent treaties with 
foreign nations and make concessions to 
steamship, railroad and other companies.“ 

Article 50, against war on reprisals, 
says: “Should any of the articles of this 
treaty be violated or infringed on in any 
way; or should any other cause of dis- 
agreement between the two republics arise, 
it is expressly stipulated that neither of 
the contracting parties shall order or au- 
thorize acts of reprisal, nor declare war, 
until all peaceful methods of satisfaction 
or agreement have been exhausted. These 
means shall be the setting forth in memo- 
rials of offenses or damages inflicted, with 
competent proofs or testimony to be pre- 
sented by the aggrieved governments, and 
should such satisfaction be denied, the 
decision of the matter shall be submitted 
to the arbitration of one of the govern- 
ments of Central America or of the Amer- 
ican continent.“ 

There has been more or less conjecture 
as to the formation of a Central American 
nation, but this treaty appears to be the 
first practical step toward its accomplish- 
ment. Its proclamation at Tegusigalpa on 
April 15 was followed by a meeting at Man- 
agua of the ministers of Salvador, Hon- 
duras and the other republics, with a 
view to carrying out article 53 of the arc- 
ceptance of the treaty by all countries. 
The text of another Nicaraguan-Honduran 
treaty has also been received. It provides 
for arbitration of their boundary question 
by a commission to be.chosen by the two 
countries, and if an agreement of the 
commission is not made then Spain is con- 
stituted arbitrotor.

A DESPERATE MAN. 


John 


Marshall Kills His 


Brother-in-law. 


He Then Cuts His Own Throat With 


a Razor—Objected to a 
Divorce. 


Wildcat Killed Near Lodi—Loss of 


the Sloop Cyclone—Death of the 
Oldest G.A.R. Man of 
the Slope.

WOODLAND, May 26.—C. F. Agee was 
shot last night by John Mars hall, his 
brother-in-law, at Dixon and died early 
this morning. Marshall, who cut his own 
throat after the shooting, is in the County 
Jali at Fairfield, and his wounds are of 
such a serious nature that they may prove 
fatal. 

Marshall had had trouble with his wife 
and she had instituted divorce proceed- 
ings. He was greatly opposed to this ac- 
ton and several times tried to see his 
wife and come to an understanding. Fi- 
nally a meeting was arranged at Agee’s 
house, near Dixon. The family au had 
dinner together and then proceeded to dis- 
cuss the matrimonial troubles of the Mar- 
shalls. Mra. Agee, Mrs. Marshall's sister, 
advised Marshall to leave the country and 
Agee then said to him that if he needed 
money to leave on he would advance it. 
This seemed to greatly excite Marshall, 


“No, by ——; I will end it now.“ 
Without further warning he drew a 
pistol from his hip pocket and fired two 
shots in rapid succession at Agee. One 
Of these took effect in the groin and the 


emptied his revolver at the women, but 
none of the shots took effect. Although 
mortally wounded Agee grappled with 
Marshall and a fearful struggle began. 
Marshall was the more powerful, but the 
wounded man clung to him with desperate 
strength. Agee got Marshall's thumb in 
his mouth and almost bit it off. Marshall 
used his pistol and beat Agee over the 
head with the butt end, lacerating the 
skn and cutting the flesh in a horrible 
manner. Several farm hands rushed in 
from the barn and Marshall gave up. 

He was led away and when outside 
asked permission to wash his face. The 
men released his hands, when he whipped 
out a knife and slashed his throat, com- 
pletely severing the windpipe. A doctor 
wus summoned and he dressed the wounds 
of hoth men. The police, fearing violence, 
drove Marshall to jail, where he now is. 
Agee lingered in great agony until 4 o’clock 
this morning, ‘when he died. The tragedy 
has caused great excitement in the com- 
munity on account of the social standing 
of both families. The murdered man was 
the son of C. C. Agee, one of the leading 
farmers of Solano county. He was 33 
years old and a native of Kansas. Mar- 
shail is a son of the late Andrew Marshall 
who owned a large ranch in Yolo county. 

No cause is known for the murder of 
Agee; as he took no part in the quarrel 
of his sister-in-law with her husband. 
Marshall had previously threatened his 
wife with violence, but there was no ink- 
— that he contemplated his murderous 
work when he called at the ‘Agee house 
Saturday night.

‘WAR CLOUDS. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS CROSS THE SI- 


The Czar’s Government Thought to 
Have its Eye on Manchuria and 
: Korea—Germany Out of 
the Alliance. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FWRAINCISCO, May 26.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Harold Frederick cables to the 
Times from London as follows: 

“It seems accepted as a fact in official 
circles there that Russian troops have 
crossed the Siberian frontier in force, 
some Shanghai reports say 20,000 strong, 
amd have advanced down into the prov- 
ince of Kirin in southern Manchuria, near 
the Korean border. The news does not 
surprise London, where well-informed peo- 
ple all along have refused to believe that 
the treaty of Shimoneseki, as revised by 
intervening powers, provided for any defin- 
ite settlement of anything. 

From Berlin ft ts said that the German 
government is understood to have parted 
company with Russia some time ago, when. 
the discovery was made that Russia was 
saying ome thing to her partners in the 
intervention and preparing to put into op- 
eration quite another. According to Ger- 
man information, Russia has embarked 
upon no less an adventure than the seiz- 


ring of Manchuria and Korea tor herself, 


and it is suspected from various indica- 
tions that she has an understanding with 
China on tthe subject. 

“All this points to a situation infinitely 
graver than that which was opened by the 
Japanese declaration of war last August. 
Even if German papers have no official in- 
formation their guess that Germany has 
already pulled out of the combination is a 
shrewd reflection on the inevitable. All 
Germany’s commercial interests will be up 
in arms in a day or two at the threat- 
ened prospect of Korea and the Gulf of 
Pechili being in Russian hands. When 
trade questions are involved Germans are 
all for acting in harmony with England. 

“The German government will never 
dare to do anything calculated to increase 
Russian preponderance in the Pacific. If 
it be demonstrated this week that Ger- 
many has really deserted Russia in her 
Asiatic enterprises, it may alter consider- 
ably the French attitude toward the whole 
situation. All over France the astounding 
thing of an alliance with Germany was 
received first with incredulity, then with 
rage. It naturally linked itself with the 
acceptance of the invitation of the Kiel 
festival, which has assumed the aspect of 
a flational humiliation. But if Russia 
turns up alone, free from odious German 
association, the matter will wear a dif- 
ferent face. There is certain to be a 
great shout raised in Paris for a thick- 
and-thin Russian alliance, and it is im- 
possible to say to what lengths the echoes 
of this metropolitan enthusiasm may not 
sweep the Chamber of Deputies.” 


A DIRTY TRICE. 


Gresham and Bayard Malign ex-Sec- 
retary Foster Behind His Back.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 26.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A Yokohama letter of May 10 
says that some interesting gossip has come 
out about the conference at Shimonseki.

ZANESVILLE (0.,) May 26.—Of the Re- 
mublican State convention, which meets 
here on Tuesday and Wednesday, the can- 
didates and their workers are here today. 
Ex-Secretary Charles Foster was among 
the hustlers today. Senator Sherman will 
be here tomorrow. There are a dozen 
candidates for Governor, the favorite being 
Gen. Asa S. Bushnell, Judge Nash and 
James H. Hoyt. The delegations from Cin- 
cinnati had Bushnell for Governor, the 
one from Cleveland booming Hoyt. All 
were alike in hoisting McKinley for Pres- 
dent and Foraker for Senator. The To- 
ledo delegation had their cars decorated 
with the inscription: “McKinley for 
President; Foraker for Senator and Guy 
Major for Governor.“ 

Today factional feeling was intensified 
among the advence guard here by hear- 
ing that McKinley’s name had been torn 
from the banners on the especial cars at 
Toledo on the order gf Guy Major. The 
friends of Major here say that Gov. Me- 
Kinley’s friends got up a delegation to 
contest thé seats of the Major delegation, 
and that. MeKkinley's name was torn out 
because of that action. They announce 
that they will begin the fight at this con- 


Governor for President, and starting a 
movement to get anti-McKinley delegates. 

It is not probable that there will be 
material opposition to the resolution in- 
dorsing McKinley at this conference for 
President, but it is evident that factional 
feeling will be strongly developed in the 
convention.

LINOTYPE AND KEY. 


Telegraph News Taken Direct from 
the Wire onto Machines. 


LOUISVILLE, May 26.—An interesting 
amd successful experiment was made here 
this morning when the Associated Press 
news was taken direct from the wire by 
a typesetting operator. 

The introduction of typewriters into the 
telegraph business has been a means ot 
greatly facilitating the transmission of 
the press service of the Associated Press, 
and several newspaper men of this city 


Associated Press have been experimenting 
of late with a view of doing away with 
the typewriter and substituting therefor 
the Enotype machine, thus setting the 
news for the paper directly from the 
wire. This morning a loop from one of 
the Associated Press wires was run into 
the Evening Post’s composing room and 
B. G. Boyle, managing editor of the Post, 
and Richard Cogan, chief operator of the 
Associated Press, who are both telegraph 
and linotype operators, succeeded in re- 
ceiving dispatches of the Associated Press 
and put them in type directly from the 
wire. 

The experiment proves that the tele- 
graph cam be worked successfully with the 
typesétting machines and a maximum 
rate of speed of fifty words a minute at- 
tained.

‘When the plans for the recent revo- 
lution were fairly matured, and orders 
nad been given for arms to be sent from 
California, a request wan made of Japar 
tor a warship for Honolulu. As there was 
mo cruiser un that harbor at the time; the 
presence of a Japanese vessel known to 
be friendly to the Royalists, would have 
been a tower of strength, but the Japanese 
refused this appeal. 

“Then an offer of a matrimonial all- 
ance was forwarded. This was a plain 
business proposition that the Mikado se- 
lect a Japanese prince as the husband of 
Queen Lil, but it struck the Japamese as 
so foolish that they made mo response. 
Once before Hawaii had sought an alliance

King Kalakaua had ‘the craze’ for a 
South Sea protectorate of which Hawai 
was to be the head. He conceived the 
idea of marrying Princess Kadulan to a 
Japanese prince, but the Mikado did not 
take kindly to the proposal, though he 
showed Kalakaua the courtesy of sending 
a special agent to tell him why the offer 
was refused.

Target Shooting. 
PLANS BEING MADE FOR A STATE 
ASSOCIATION. 

The sport of inanimate target shooting 
has taken hold here to an extent far be- 
yond the expectations of the local shots 
who inaugurated it, and every Sunday and 
holiday the grounds of the new City Gun 
Club are populated with its devotees. 

The increasing popularity of this sport 
all over the State has led the Olympic 
Club of San Francisco,. which is always 
to the fore in such matters, to head a 
movement toward the securing of the or- 
ganization of a State Association. Prelim- 
inary steps to this end have been 


taken, and @ meeting of delegates has 
been called by the San Francisco club 
for June 8 next. 

At this meeting it will be sought to give 
the California Inanimate Target 
tion an official start. The plan of organi- 
zation contemplates that this new asso- 
ciation shall be the official head of inani- 
mate target shooting in California. Its 
management will be vested in a board of 
governors, to be made up of delegates 
from each of the affiliated clubs. Consum- 
mation of this admirable idea promises 
much for the future of inanimate target | 
shooting in this Stete. Plans will be 
formulated for tke holding of a two or 
three days’ blue-rock tournament during 
the latter months of the season, prob- 
ably some time in September. The asso- 
ciation will be projected on the plan of 
similar associations in the East. A tourn- 
ament under the auspices of such an as- 
sociation should prove one of the most 
notable events of the kind ever held on 
the Coast. 

A VALUABLE TROPHY. 

At the Schmelzer inanimate target 
shooting tournament to be held at Fair- 
mount Park Kansas City, July, 16.17, 18 
and 19, the grand feature of the week 
will be the contest for a handsome gold 
and silver cup presented by the J. F. 
Schmelzer & Sons Arms Company, which 
is to represent the world’s championship 
at inanimate targets. The trophy is an 
elaborate one, made of gold and silver, 
and is valued at $500. The engravings on 
the bowl of the cup represent hunting 
scenes, and the whole is surmounted by 
a globe on which stands the figure of 
Rolla Heikes, the present accredited ‘‘mud 
pie“ champion of America. The contest 
for the cup will be open to any trapshooter 
in the world, and will be a contest at 
100 targets thrown from known traps at 
known angles, but will be the reverse 
style of the regular shooting under those 
conditions. The shooters will move from 
traps No. 1 to No. 5, but the traps will 
be pulled as follows: Trap No. 5 will be 
pulled for the shooter standing at trap 
No. 1. No. 4 will be pulled for the shooter 
at No. 2. No. 3 for the shooter at No. 3. 
No. 2 for the shooter at No. 4, and No. 1 
for the shooter at No. 5. 

This valuable trophy will become the 
_permanent property of the shooter who 
shall win it at three consecutive shoots. 
The winner of the trophy at the July 
tournament will be required to give a 
suitable bond for its safety. and it will 
be subject to challenge under the same 
rules that govern the inaugural shoot. 
The clfallenger of the holder of the cup 
shall deposit with James Whitfield, sport- 
ing editor of the Kansas City Star, who 
Will at once notify the cup winner to hold 
himself in readiness to defend the trophy 
at any time within sixty days after the 
date of the challenge, the cup-holder hav- 
ing the richt to name the date and place 
of the contest. 

The Schmelzer tournament was one of 
the most successful of the season of 1894 
and the July tournament of this season 
promises to eclipse any tournament held 
in the United States this vear. The prizes 
offered aggregate in value upwards of 
$2500, and the entrance in each event is 
limited to the price of the targets.

BDWARDS PROPOSES TO RE- 

THE RING. 

Twenty years ago Billy Edwards was 
the light-weight of America, 
and, really, of Bnglend as well, for he 
outpointed its cleverest boxer, and had he 
chosen to remain abroad he could easily 
have maintained the title against all 
comers. In his day men won fistic champ- 
jonships in bare-knuckle fights, and they 
seldom boxed matebes with gloves. When 
they did the gloves 1 the ordi-

“glover” known, and among the men he 
defeated with them were Steve Taylor, a 
heavy-welght, Who afterward fought John 
L. Sulltvan, writes Macon McCormick. He 
has beam out of the ring for several 
years. Nearly tem years ago he boxed 
Charley Mitchell in the Madison Square 
Garden. Bdwards did not weigh over 135 
pounds while Mitchell was forty pounds 
heavier.

the encounter. 

Old Rarmey Aaron, who, thirty years 
ago was a fistic wonder in his chass, said 
to me the other night: “If Edwards and 
Griffo come together, it's no two to one 
that Billy won't win. He is a wonderfully 
well-preserved man. He never was much 
of a deiner, and he has always taken 
good care of ‘himself, He would have 
height and reach in his favor with Griffo, 
and if he ever brings his right across on 
his jaw he will knock him out as sure 
as shocting.””

Tomorrow Will Begin a Great Jewish 
Festival.

The Hebrew word “Shevuoth” means 
weeks. As long as the Israelites lived

festival. They were commanded to count 
Seven weeks from the second day of 
Passover, to the sixth day of Sivan, on 
which day the male population were com- 
manded to appear in Jerusalem, there to 
adore Jehovah, the one and spiritual 
God, and to thank Him for all the in- 
numerable blessings that He showers on 
the whole human race, and especially for 
8 and fruits which filled their

A RELIGIOUS CENSUS. 


A House-to-house Canvass to be 
Made. 

The City Sunday- school Union has at 
last completed the preparations for mak- 
ing the first annual house-to-house visi- 
tation. The canvass will be made on 
Tuesday throughout the city. About 
forty churches and Sunday-schools are 
interested in the work, and some three 
hundred canvassers, mostly women, of 
these churches have offered themselves 
to do this work. The city has been 
divided into some fifty districts, each 
district having a chairman, who sub- 
divides the district among his workers. 
Some thirty-five thousand family cards, 15,- 
990 individual cards and cards of invitation, 
besides a card of instructions and Dianks 
for reports have been distributed among 
the workers. 

The public interest in and value of the 
canvass is apparent from a glance at the 
statistics, which are to de tabulated. 
These statistics include the number of 
persons belonging to the various re- 
ligious demoninations; the attendance upon 
our church services and any preferences 
expressed. They divide the population into 
three ages, children, youths and adults, 
and state how many are members and 
how many are not members of our Sun- 
day-schools. 

The work is thus contributory to the 
work of the Y.M.C.A. and the Y.W.C.A. 

In all other departments of public Ute 
such a census-taking forms the basis of 
all estimates and proportionate activity. 
After this foundation work is done the 
churches can much better carry on their 
local work. The primary intent, how- 
ever, is the showing to strangers and 
the unchurched the well-meaning interest 
of the churches in their welfare. The 
work is wholly supervised by the Sun- 
day-school Union and is simply for moral 
ends. The data will not be misused. 


The full and final report will be made 
public.

Earthquakes and Weather in Maine. 

(York Courant:) There are some inter- 
esting statistics of early Maine weather 
and also of earthquake shocks which ter- 
rified the settlers. On June 1, 1638, an 
earthquake, the first shock lasting four 
minutes, threw down many chimneys and 
kept the earth unquiet for twenty days. 
On October 29, 1727, more chimneys were 
shaken down and clefts and fissures in the 
earth appeared at some places. This 
event made such an impression that a 
marked improvement in the morals and 
considerable accessions to the churches 
were noted. November 18, 1755, the third 
great earthquake in our history shook the 
country from Virginia to Nova Scotia, 
knocking off the tops of 100 chimneys in 
Boston. 

As for weather in those days, it was not 
unusual for two-story houses to be buried 
up, so that neighbors had to visit each 
other on snow shoes, going in and out 
of the chamber windows, and it is re- 
corded that the last of May, 1658. the 
crew of a York fishing fleet were so badly 
chilled that two of them died and another 
lost both feet. In 1815 snow fell in the 
southern part of the State on June 9, and 
April 26, 1874, was ushered in by more 
than a foot of snow and the snowfall 
continued all day. In those times folks 
might have been excused for speaking of 
this climate as two-thirds winter and one- 
third late in the fall. 


Japanese Poetry.

but. making a dying effort. he raised his 
bugle once more to his lips, and with 
his last breath sounded a loud Charge 
and passed beyond the din of battle.

Every 
‘step in the war with China is thus cele- 
brated, and in those “uta” the point 
usually lies in some sarcastic pun on Chi- 
nese names. Thus one published imme-

“It is far better to die at once | than 
to suffer indelible shame in old age. But 
in Japanese the words also imply China’s 
disgrace, and the name of the viceroy, 
Li Hung Chang.

MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


A Sermon Expressly for the 
Grand Army Veterans. 


The First Preaching of the New Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church at 
Temperance Temple. 


The Duty of Glorifying God—The 
Second Annual Meeting of the 
Y.W.C.A.—Reports of Offi- 
cers—Various Sermons. 


By invitation of the pastor, Dr. W. F. 
Day, four of the G.A.R. posts of Los Ange- 
les attended @ memorial service yesterday 
morning at the First Congregational 
Church. Fully five hundred veterans, ac- 
companied by the ladtes of the different 
relief corps were present. 

The four G.A.R. posts represented 
were the Logan, commanded by L. T. 
Holland; the Bartlett, comanded by C. 
M. Fairbanks; the Stanton, commanded 
by J. D. Daubenspeck, and the Kenesaw, 
under command of J. Stein. 

At 10:30 the veterans formed in sol- 
diery limes at Central Park, and from 
there marched to the First Congregational 
Church, where seate had been reserved 
for them. They presented a noble ap- 
pearance, the old soldiers in the back- 
ground of the church, watle the sweet- 
faced women of the relief corps, wearing 
rosettes on their breasts, made from silken 
red, white and blue bunting, occupied the 
front portion of the audttortum. There 
“was HOt a yacant seat in the building when 
the choir arose and sang a tenderly, pa- 
‘thetic song, entitled, Cover Them Over.“ 
After this volumtary by the cboir, an ap- 
propriate selection of scripture was read 


marked that he had mever correctly under- 
stood the Psalms until bearing them read 


on the battlefield and in camp. A prayer, 


complete, fervent and comprehensive was 
then offered by the pastor, and at its con- 
clusion the audience arose and, with F. 


as Dr. Day rose to an- 
nounce his theme for the occasion, which 
was: “The Times and Trials Which Tals 
Memorial Day Commemorates.“ The text 
chosen by the preacher was very appro- 
priate, being a part of the record in the 
book of Bsther, and reading as follows: 
“The Jews ordained, and took upon them, 
and upon their seed and upon all such as 
joined themselves unto them, so as 
it should not fail, that they would 
keep those two days according to 
their writag and according to their 
appomted time every year: and 
that these days should be remembered and 
kept throughout every generation and 
family, and province and every city.” 

The speaker said: 

“In commemoration of the deliverance 
wrought for the Jews in Esther's time it 
was ordered, as stated in the text, that 
two days in every year should be kept in 
remembrance of the event. We, as did the 
Jews, observe two days in memory of our 
dead heroes who stood for the preservation 
of our Union. These days are Memoria! 
day, or as it ts improperly called, Deco- 

and the Sabbath preceding 
that day. We have but one ather day of 
celebration which at all resembles it. That 
is the Fourth of July when is ted 
che birth of the . On day it 
proper that chere should be loud re- 
joicing and abundance of voice testi- 
fying to the world that undoubtedly we are 
the people and wisdom shall die with us. 

“But Memorial day ts not to be cele- 
beratd in this fashion. While ‘the pride of 
the nation is in the Fourth of July, its 
heart is in Memorial day. It is a day of 
personal memory, and in that respect un- 
Uke the Fourth of July. The Revolution- 
ary heroes were never seen by us. They 
are at best but vague and shadowy per- 
sonalities, while, on the contrary, many 
of us have seen and some have clasped the 
hands of those heroes who were at the 
front in the Rebellion. The bronze worn 
on the coat of these veterans ‘has been 
chipped from cannons whose roar we have 
heard. The graves of those we stand be- 
side are those of our own dead. And the 
day self brings a flood of recollections of 
camp, of field, of the mustering in and 
that first fight where we felt the wild, 
irresistible feeling that is stirred at the 
first sight of blood. The defeats—the vis 
tories—we remember them all. 

And then we call to mind the close of 
the great war. The time when bronzed 
and bearded we returned to wives and 
mothers, sisters and sweethearts, only to 
de shocked and stunned in a few short 
weeks with the news of the assassination 
of President Lincoln. 

“That period was fruitful in the discov- 
ery and development of great men. It was 
a period of noble thinking and heroic 
deeds. It was a time when men were 
lifted from the narrow ruts of their own 
selfish lives into the commission of brave 
and noble deeds. It resulted in the inspir- 
ing of great intellectual feats. The 
epeeches of Lincoln and Douglas, and of 
other statesmen but little less renowned 
than these, were the result of the Zeit- 
geist, or tame spirit, that hovered in the 
air. 

It was woman's hour as well. The era 
of the. Samitary Commission when over 
twenty-one and a half millions of dollars 
were contributed and used for the. alle- 
viation of the suffering soldiers. 

„It was a period, too, of intense religious 
sentiment. Fr the executive head of the 
government down, men were made to feel

Dr. Day closed his sermon with an el- 
oquent peroration in which be addressed 
the veterans personally, expressing for 
them the wish that th remaining days 
might: de filled with deeds of love and

Business principles in Christian work 
have characterized the management of the 
association. 

The amount raised for the local work dur- 
ing the year was $6683.32. The expenses 
have been met by personal subscriptions 
and donations, membership fees, earnings 
from the moon rest and educational work. 
Bills have been met promptly on the first 
of each month, and the books were closed 
with a balance of $450.71. The purchase 
of the much-needed plano was finally ac- 
complished by the co-operation of many 
friends, whose climax was the birthday 
reception already mentioned. 

The employment bureau has been an aid 
to many young women. The whole num- 
ber of applications has been 312. Rooms 
with or without board have been found 
for others. We have been glad to see 
young business women, strangers in the 
city, using their privilege in advising 
with us as to references, both for them- 
selves and their employers. We believe 
the loyal, earnest young business women 
among us are creating for themselves an 
atmosphere of integrity and womanly ex- 
cellence in business life which is ennob- 
ling. In our board of managers and com- 
mittee work, while we feel that a larger 
experience and more definite consecration 
to the work will win greater efficiency 
in the future, we have great reason for 
gratitude in the unity of spirit, the will- 
ingness to accept burdens, the cheer and 
sympathy of the workers, which has pre- 
vailed during the year. Very much of this 
is due to the wise and loving forethought 
of our president. Giving unsparingly the 
best gifts herself, she has stood for the 
og up of young womanhood in our 
city. 

The net gain in our membership d 
the vear has been 191. Failures 45 aie 
membership are from various and excellent 
reasons, removal from the city being the 
greatest cause.

To this end do- 
mestic setence in cooking, housekeeping 
and homemaking, with all its kindred pos- 
sibilities, should form a strong feature of 
our work. A summer outing home by the 
Seaside is greatly needed. 

While the present crowded condition és 
helpful and stimulating to a certain de- 
gree, it cannot long continue or the use- 
fulness of the association will be greatly 
crippled. Would that God would put it 
into the heart of some faithful steward of 
His to arise and build such a home for the 
women’s work of this great and growing 
city as would afford space for develop- 


ment. 
CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN. 


This new church, which is a part of 
the old First Church, held its first preach- 
ing service at Temperance Temple at 11 
o'clock a.m. yesterday, Mr. Laverty, pas- 
tor of the East Los Angéles Presbyter- 
tan Church, addressing the large congre- 
gation from the subject, “Thy Gentle- 
ness Hath Made Me Great,” being the 
last clause of the thirty-fifth verse of the 
Fifteenth Psalm.

Greatness 
in David's sense is a moral thing— 
thing of cheracter, something that will 
last through eternity—rather than of 
position in society. Christ’s greatness 
was not lessened by the fact that He 
labored at the carpenter’s bench and was 
not a man of wealth. Those who deny 
His divinity acknowledge His greatness. 
Nelson was pre-eminent as an admiral 
and Byron as a poet, but who would think 
of calling either great with the great- 
ness of a full-rounded man? David says 
this kind of greatness is produced by 
God’s gentleness. We are not surprised 
at the statement when we think a little 
on the subject. The human heart is al- 
ways more deeply touched by tenderness 
than by sternness. Illustrations of God's 
loving kindness in dealing with mankind 
are numberiless. We never reach the 
best in divine blessings. There is always 
something better to come. When He pre- 
pared this earth for our home, think of 
the many useful things He stored in Na- 
ture for man’s happiness and comfort. 
The vast beds of coal, the minerals piled 
away in rocks and hills, the medicinal 
and healing virtues in leaf, root, fruit, 
bark and mineral, all tell of,a Father's 
love in fitting up a home for His children. 
So far as we know, nothing new has 
been created since the beginning. As the 
new needs of advancing civilization have 
arisen new supplies have been brought 
forth from God’s treasures. The Father’s 
thoughtfulness for the needs of His chil- 
dren is manifested in nature, in the 
plan of redemption, and in the wonderful 
resources of His word. Truly His loving 
and gentle dealing with us should make 
us like Himself in character. Jesus 
Christ was the living embodiment of the 
Father, as He sad.

To show forth the true glory of God, 
men thave from time to time entertained 
various methods, and, working along the 
lines of these methcds, have in many in- 
etances brought the atheistic mind to see 
the glory of God, through the devotion of 
His disciples. It is glorifying God when 
a man builds an orphanage or a hospital. 
It is glorifying God when a man rever- 
erently gives himself to the study of the 
sciences, and shows in every minute for- 
mation of cell and crystal a law of uni- 
formity governing that cell and crystal 
which could only emanate from God. It 
is glorifying God when a man in the 
midst of impious and jmpure companions 
preserves inviolate his manly purity and 
integrity. There are Uterally countless 
ways in which the true child of God may 
reflect to the world the glory of the Eter- 
nal Father. 

But the supremest conception of that 
supremely religious race, the Hebrews, 
for the true manifestation of the glory 
ot God, was the erection of a magnificent 
temple in which the nation could worship 
God. This conception was but an outcome 
of that divine conception, the tabernacle, 
which afterwards crystallized into a mag- 
nificent palace of worship. We are not 
surprised that at the solemn dedication of 
it by Solomon, that God, recognizing its 
erection as a house in which to show 
forth His glory, vouchsafed a special man- 
ifestation of that glory in a bright cloud 
which filled the temple, “so that the 
priests could not stand to minister be- 
cause of the cloud, for the glory of the 
Lord has filled the house of the Lord.“ 
And, although the Psalmist-king was not 
permitted to build the temple, we can 
quite" enter into the spirit of his brave 
resolve that he would not suffer any 
rest for himself until the worship of God 
had been established upon Mt. Zion. 

There is abroad a well-defined and, in 
some cases, a growing sentiment, which 
looks disparingly upon the building of 

of worship, as if the money used 
for such purposes could be better em- 
ployed in what are called the philan- 
thropies. A large proportion of the popu- 
lation habitually abstains from any place 
of worship in practical illustration. of 
that sentiment. In England the radical 
element is clamoring for the secularizing 
of the cathedrals, and turning them into 
museums of art. With this spirit every 
true churchman must be at variance. We 
must be at variance with it because it 
tends directly to the dethronement of God 
and the enthronement of art. We must 
be at variance with it because it would 
eliminate from the life of Christian na- 
tions that very thing, that religious motif, 
which ‘Benjamin Kidd in his Social Evo- 
lution” has shown to be the main factor 
in the life of nations. This absurd and 
superficial cry, that we can get along 
without churches, would, if allowed to 
shape public opinion, destroy the well- 
springs of nine-tenths of all the philah- 
thropies of the world. It is because of 
the church that such world-wide philan- 
thropies exist today, and it is in these 
same buildings made with hands, where 
the good seed of the word of God is 
sown, and which, germinating in the hu- 
man heart, brings forth its fruit in due 
season. Take a city like New York, or 
London, make a list of every charity and 
philanthropy, and we shall find that at 
least nine-tenths of them owe their origin 
to the church of God. And we shall be 
forced to the further conclusion that the 
sudden all the churches in 
any one city would be the greatest ca- 
lamity which could befall it. 

The rector also referred to what was 
patent to all, that the present accommo-

Meanwhile, put in 
the frying pan the size of two large eggs 
of butter, with a pinch of salt and pepper. 
Brown it on a good fire, moving it about 
in the pan until it is almost on the point 
of burning. Do not let it burn, how- 
ever, as it would become bitter, un- 
pleasant in appearance, and in that condi- 
tion would spoil the fish. When browned 
enough add to it two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, let it come to a boil, pour on 
the fish, sprinkle over some chopped 
parsley and serve.

LENTILS WITH BUTTER. 

I do not think that lentils are appre- 
clated here much more than the skate- 
fish. Prepared, however, in the same 
manner as the white beans, they make 


an agreeable change, especially in the 


winter, when fresh vegetables are scare 
and dried ones have to be resorted to.

SALAD OF BSCAROLLE OR ENDINE. 
I have heard this plant, called in the 
markets so often by its French name 
“escarolie,” that I have concluded that 
it must be known under this appella- 
tion, as well as by its English name, 
“endine.” It looks somewhat like chicory, 
although the leaves are large in com- 
parison. 


Like other salads, nothing but the white 
part of the leaves should be used, it be- 
ng the most tender. It is generally 
clean, and needs little washing, if any. 
Use the whole of the leaf, as, unlike let- 
tuce or romaine, it has little or no rib. 
Cut it in two or three pieces, separat- 
ing it in the middle, When in the salad 

1, sprinkle with chervil, taragon and 
chives. Dress with salt, pepper, oil and 
vinegar.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Memorial Day Programme—Other 
Matters of Interest. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 26.—(Special 
Correspondence.) A large num of 
members from the Pasadena W.C.T.U. 
will be present on Memorial day here 
and take part in the exercises. A delé. 
gation of school children from Santa 
Monica will also be present, and will 
place the decorations upon the graves. 
Everything indicates that the occasion 
this year will de of unusual interest: 
James G. Olark, the poet-singer, will be 
present and contribute to the programme. 
The hospitality of the home is being 
taxed to its utmost, and floor béds are 
plenty. The roll- call this morning 
showed 1288 men present, 348 out on fur- 
lough, making a grand total of 1636. 
There have been no ths in the home 
for three weeks past, which is an unusual 

record.

This 
is the first time since Dr. Puett t up 
the rk, nearly a year ago, that the 
line has been totally depleted. 

The new printing office has been put 
in working order and has begun to turn 
out the home work. 

Some very pretty foliage and pansy 
beds have been added on the depot 
grounds. 

The library has been recently recouped 
with interesting fiction and periodical liter- 
ature at the hands of Miss Carrie B. 
Conger and Mrs. Merlien, Los Angeles, and 
Mrs. C. A. Riggs, Santa Ana. 

The governor has acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of a general invitation to the officers 
and members of the home to visit the 
meeting of the Southern California 
Veteran Encampment, to be held in Santa 
Monica August 5 to 10. The governor 
has announced his intention to be pres- 
ent, with other officers, on some day to 
be decided on later. 

A very patriotic and accurate descrip- 
tive review of this branch of the national 
home, profusely illustrated with ~haif- 
tones of grounds and buildings, appeared in 
the May number of the Pacific American 
of San Francisco. A few excerpts from 
it may prove interesting. 

Speaking of the composition of the 
membership and life of the home the 
writer says: These gray-haired men com- 
prise, numerically, nearly two regiments 
of veterans of the civil war, made up 
from every State in the Union. They 
enjoy the greatest freedom, their move- 
ments are unrestrained as their thoughts, 
though the most thorough discipline is 
maintained.“ This home is one of seven, 
the others being at Dayton, O.; Milwaukee, 
Augusta, Me.; Hampton, Va.; Marion, Ind.; 
and Leavenworth, Kan. The late Gen. 
Benjamin F. Butler was a moving spirit 
in the founding of these homes, and was 
the first president of the board of man- 
agers, of which the President, Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court and Secretary 
of War, are ex-officio members. Not less 
than 2700 veterans have been admitted to 
this branch since its founding in 1888. 
Of these less than three hundred have 
died and nearly eight hundred have taken 
their discharges and re-entered the out- 
side ‘battle of life. The total member- 
ship of all the homes is, in round num- 
bers, 20,000 men, estimated to be 2 
per cent. of the surviving veterans of 
the war. Of them over sixteen hundred 
are in this branch of the home, and about 
five thousand at the Dayton home. In 
concluding the article, the writer says: 
“The government has done all that is 
possible, by the establishment of these 
homes to preserve these human relics of 
the war, and has placed them in pic- 
turesque backgrounds, where the fading 
memory of the people may be refreshed, 
when all who love their country, their 
flag and the preservation of both, may 
watch the end as it slowly but surely 
approaches, and read the sublimest les- 
son in cause and effect that has ever been 
written down for a people. It remains 
for the historian and the artist to preserve 
the mute but exprssive story and pictures 
of the last days of the old soldier.”

"THE CRUCIFIXION.” 


Sermon Delivered at the Christian 
Church. 

Rev. A. C. Smither preached last even- 
ing at the First Christian Church to a 
good audience upon “The Crucifixion of 
Christ. The speaker painted the facts 
in connection with the crucifixion as re- 
corded in the gospel, and then proceeded 
to state the messages that the crucifixion 
brought to the world. 

It stands, said the speaker, for the 
atonement of the sins of men: for while 
men were yet sinners Christ died for 
them. In some way beyond the compre- 
hension of man, there was a connection 
between the shedding of the blood of 
Christ and the salvation of the race. No 
more mysterious is this than the simplest 
functions of life in the physical world, 
and yet upon this great truth rests the 
whole system of Christianity. Obliterate 
the great fact of the atoning blood of 
Christ and the mystery connected with 
His life is only increased. 

The cross is the expression of God's 
law to man. No ordinary means of reve- 
lation could portray the boundless law of 
God to man. The measure of all true 
law is giving. The measure of God's law 
to the race is the gift of His well-beloved 
and only begotten Son. No higher defini- 
tion of His law could be given. 

In the eross, furthermore, ig found 
God's hatred of sin. Death had played its 
deadly havoc with the fairest hopes of 
men. Nation after nation had been swept 
into the oblivion of the past because of 
sin. The world had been turned into a 
cemetery in which slept the generations 
of men. It was not till the ruthless band 
of death was laid upon the guiltless 
Christ that the race had any adequate con- 
ception of the meaning and significance 
of sin. 

The cross had fixed a new value upon 
man. It declares him no longer the son 
of toil, the heir of pain, the pilgrim to 
the silence of the tomb, but declares his 
infinite worth before angels and God. As 
revealed in the expliatiating suffering of 
Christ man's worth can only be computed 
by the blood of Christ. Who then can 
value himself as only on the par with 
the beast that has no fear of death nor 
What an infinite 
value Christ set upon man, and only as 
man has arisen to this conception has the 
tendency of the race been upward and 
Godward. 

In the cross God was reaching down to 
lift men up. When Christ was lifted up 
He was given power to lift humanity 
heavenward him Him. In His self-sacri- 
fice he has secured to Himself all the re- 
deemed of earth, all the ransomed spirits 
of men. But for the humiliation of the 
cross man would never have known the 
exaltation of Christianity. 

Around the cross of Christ were assem- 
bled three classes of persons, represent- 
ing the three attifudes that the race has 
ever borne toward Christ. First were the 
soldiers who executed the Christ as the 
servants of Rome. They gambled in the 
presence of the cross, and were indifferent 
to Christ; were apathetic toward Him. 
Then there were His friends who stood 
afar off in sympathy with Him. Again the 
elders, scribes and priests were found 
pouring out their contempt upon Him; 
were in antipathy to Him. | Into such 
classes the race is divided today. To 
which class do you belong?

Apart from that consideration, too, 
she has acted wisely in the renunciation, 
for she has averted the threatened ill- 
will of Europe, and has got the band- 
some sum of $50,000,000 added to her cash 
indemnity. That looks like an uncom- 
monly good bargain. In all other direc- 
tions she has got practically all she 
wanted: The independence of Korea, the 
cession of Formosa, the opening of China 
to manufactures and commerce, and an 
indemnity sufficient to cover all the cash 
cost of the war. Not in many a year has 
any nation done a better ten mehths’ 
work. . 

Worthy of especial rete, also, is the 
fact that Japan explicitly reserves, for ad- 
justment between herself zud China all 
the terms and form of 'he renunc ation cf 
Laio-Tong. So that, while she yeilds to 
Russia in that mater, she does so in ber 
own time any way. Apparently Russia 
will make a virtue of necessity, and let 
her do so The great Slav-Tartar world 
not a bit enjoy a war with Japan. It is 
all very well to say Russia was actually 
preparing fcr war, and bad ordered the 
mobilization of 110.00 troops in Tomsk 
and Irkutsk. But Tomsk is 3% an 
Irkutsk 2000 miles away from the scen 
of possible war; and the roads are uncom- 
monly bad. Moreover, there is uo good 
reason for believing that there are in 
those provinces, or in all that part of Rus- 
sia, more than a quarter so Many troops 
available for foreign service. Almost the 
entire garrison is needed right on the 


A BURGLAR BAGGED. 


Robbed the Burbank Theater Saloon 
and Got Caught. 


At 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning 
Johnny Griffin's daloon at the Burbank 
Theater was entered by a -burglar and 
robbed. At noon the burglar was be- 
hind the bars of the City Jail, and a few 
hours later bad made a full confession. 

The culprit is James Conway, about £2 
years old.

Then 
he pried open a window back of the stage, 
entered and went to the tool closet. where 
he procured an auger and a saw. Then he 
proceeded to the front of the theater, pass- 
ing within two feet of the sleeping watch- 
man, and with the auger and saw took out 
a panel of the door of the bar-room. Be- 
ing very familiar with the place he used 
no light. In a cupboard of the bar-room 
he found a tumbler containing $39.15. He 
took this money. returned the tools to their 
place, and made his escape. 

The burglar spent nearly half of his 
hooty in Alameda-street resorts, he claims, 
and reached his room in a North Main- 
street lodgin-house about daylight. De- 
tectives Goodman, Bradish and Steele 
found bim there in bed about noon. At 
first he denied that he had any money at 
all, but the officers found $20.55 “secreted 
in his bed. He then claimed that this had 
been sent him by his father, but later made 
a full confession of his crime. 
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
